Big Gun That Guarded His Paper 
Office In Lexington Goes To 
Historical Society

used with other pieces of ord- 
nance in 1845 to defend the ofhec 
of his abolition paper "The I rue

which extended through from 
.Mill street to t heapsidc in Lex- 
mgtan, iias Imtcii presented to 
the Tennessee Historical Society, 
-ays the Leader. 

Mis- Laura Clay, daughter id 
"the Lion of White Hall." re- 
calls that in her childhood one of 
the brass cannon was kept at 
the old home in Madison county 
but never saw the oilier and did 
not know that either was now in 
existence. 

Expecting mob attacks from 
-laveholders and their sympa 
Augers, the champion of aboli- 
t'un fortified his ofhec. hut the 
CaMMM were never tired. A 
Committee visited hi> print shop, 
whose Mill street entrance was 
on the lot in the rear of the 
present Basse tt building, boxed 
and shipped his printing material 
to C incinnati.
